Acevusta, June 15.—Ex-Governor Charles 
J. Jenkins died at his home in Summerville 
last night between ten and eleven o'clock, 
but his death was not known by anyone in 
Augusta until one o’clock,neariy three hours 
afterwards. A deep feeling of sorrow pre- 
vailed this morning when the news reached 
the public. His funeral will probably be the 
largest ever seen in the city, as the whole 
community entertained’ the most profound 
love and veneration for him. The bar of 
Bichmond county will hold a meeting to-mor- 
row morning, in order co take action in re- 
gard tothe death of the distinguished jurist 
and statesman, and to attend the funeral in a 
body. The funeral takes place to-morrow 
afternoon at five o’clock from St, Paul’s Enis-

lie Life and Services. 


Charies J. Jenkins was born of excelent parent- 


ave in Beaufort, S. C., on the 6th of January, 15805. 
When he was about 11 years old his parents moved 
to Georgia and settled in Jefferson county. Young 
Jenkins had even then given promise of the good 
that was tocome from him and fortunately he had 
the means to attain a liberaleduecation. He found 
his way to Franklin college and took a high stand 
there His colleziate course, however, was. finish- 
ed at Union callege, then equal in prestige fo any 
institutein the country. Coming home he bevan 
the study of the law, and in the course of a year 
was admities to the bar. He moved to Saaders- 
villeinthe adjoining county of Washinvgtan aad 
becan the practice. His suceass, though not bril- 
liant at first, was enough to encourage any young 
lawver. In the'very start of his carcer he won the 
c nfidence and respect of all who knew him, laying 
wellthen the solid foundation of a character dis- 
tinguished throughout a long ‘and trying 
career alike for its strength and its 
purity. In 1827 he left Sandersville 
aud went to Ancuatato make that, as subsequent 
events proved, bis home for the long years that yet 
lay before him. Here he at once entered well into 


the practice, and before he had reached the age of 
ty—atimein life when men usually are just 
setting togood work—he had firmly established 
himeelfasalawver anda citizen. His style asa 
iawyer wasin striking contrast to that gen- 
erally seen, particularly ia young men of acknowl- 
edizged ability. He did not try to 
rush into fame by = achieving notoriety, 
He avoided all showiness and presumption. While 
others were trying to dazzie by such methods, he 
was devoting himself patiently to his profession, 
studying hard, and with a firm faith awaiting the 
sure results. By the time he left college he was a 
ready speaker ani he constantly improved, his 
styleshowing allalong the refining effect of his 
studious habits.

A man of such decided convictions could rot be 
undecided in his political alliances. 
He gave his ferven' support to 
the old whig party, following faithfully 


and serving with zealthe party of Clay, of which 
John McPherson Berrien was the acknowledyed 
leader in Georgia. 

When still quite a young man Mr. Jenkins was 
made attorney general of Georgias The oflice de- 
veloped more fully his natural powers, and gave 
hima fine record. The fidelity that had disiin- 
guished his attention to all matters of private na- 
ture in his practice seemed to be intensified when 
public trusts depended uponit. Hisservice as at- 
torney general were such as to place him very high 
in the popular regard, while they gave him station 
among the very first lawyers of the state at a time 
when Georgia was very rich in legal talent. 

In the legislature of Georgia no man ever sivod 
higher. He was for years speaker of the horse, 
neted in that position for his cool deliberation and 
hisunbiased judgment. He frequently appesred 
on the floor in the debates, always commanding the 
attention of opponents as well az allies. He was 
then, as always, a firm party man on party 
measures, but more that once when a caucus com- 
manded what he deemed morally wrong he fell 
back on the higher law of his conscience, and was 
unmoved by any commotion against him. His 
services to the whig party in Georgia were so va! ua- 
ble that they commanded attention throughout 
the country. President Fillmore offered him a 
seatinu his cabinet which he declined, because he 
thought it his duty to attend to heavy 
professional engagements he had “undertaken, 
Mr. Jenkins’s career in politics furnishes its most 
notable incidents in the records of the legislature 
of 1549. Probably no legislature in the history of 
Georgia, contained s9 many men who have exerted 
@ controlling influénce in Sur public affairs. Joe 
Brown had just been elected to the senate after a 
rattling campaigoin the mountains. Besiie him, 
in that body, were Andrew J. Miller, David J. Hai- 


ley and other men of scarcely leas note. 
The lower house contained, among 
fts leaders, Charles J. Jenkins, Augurius 


H. Kenan, Wm. T. Wofford, Parmedus Reynoidr, 
Linton Stephens and Lucius J. Gartrell. Alfred 
H. Colquitt wassecretary of the senate. The de- 
bates of the session were famously fierce. The 
chief battle was over a set of resolutions championed 
by Lucius J. Gartreli ceclaring strictly for state 
rightsand branding the Wilmot proviso as uucon- 
stitutional. Already the first thunders of the ’com- 
jag storm were heard. and the men who were for 
an aggressive assertion of state rights had control 
of both branches of the general assembly. The 
uuion men had, however, some strong ieade-ra, 
Foremost in the house for their cause steod 
Charies J. Jenkius, aud be fought the resolution 
with great vigor. The deqaration over which the 
hardest combat came was as foliows: ‘Resolved, 
that the people of Georgia entertain an ardeut f[cel- 
jug of devotion to the union of these stats, gud 
that nothing short of a persistence in the ‘present 
system of encroachment upon our rights by the 
»on-slave-holding states can induce us to contem- 


plate the possibility of a dissolation.’” The resqiu- 
tions were passed in both houses by an 
overwhelming iasjority and the sreech 


beiween the democrats and the union meu vas 
widened. 
In 1851 wheat was known as the southern rigiits 


party made a vigorous campaign for the 
governorship with Governor Mcvonaid 
us their leader. Against him the 


Union men put up Howell Cobb. He received 
the active support of Charles J. Jenkins, the: & 
potent factor in Georgia politics. Cobb was ciected 
and the southern rights men were severely Giscom- 
fitted. However, when the election of 1555 ceme 
around they made auother effort with great deter- 
mination. Herschel V. Johnson, then in the prime 
of hie power, was put forth as their candidate 
for goveruor. The services af Jenkins 
to bis party had fairly won the title to the 
nomination, and of his ability w take care of him- 
eclf and his party uo one made question, The cam- 
paign between Jenkins and Jobusen was one of the 
liveliest in the memory of men now living. It was 
during its excitement hut Alfred H. Colquitt made 
his first political ight. In company with Thomas 
C. Howard, then ong of the famous etump speakers

of the state, he meade a series Or sSpeecnes waicn 
proved very effective. The contest was as close as 
it Was excited, and resulted in the election of John- 
eon by one of the smallest majorfties ever given toa 
governor of Georgia. 

Justabout this time occurred the rupture be- 
tween a large element of the whig or union party 
in Georgia and the national whig party. Toombs 
and Stephens, the great whig champions, declared 
that the party in the north was unsound on slavery, 
and they came over to the democrats. The whig 
party in Georgia then began to go to pleces. The 
democrats had put up Pierce for president and the 
whigs nad nominated Scott. Mr. Jenkins refused 
tosupport either ticket,and this fact weakened 
him in the race with Johnson, which camea few 
months later. In the presidential campaign a 
convention of higs, who were dissatisfied 
with the attitude of their national party, was held 
in Macon. It nominated Daniel Webster for presi- 
dent and Charles J. Jenkins for vice president. Its 
action was intended asa protest and a warning to 
the national party. In 1858 the railroad fevér 
spread over the south and a great commercial con- 
vention was held in Montgomery. Governor Brown 
appointed Charles J>Jenkins one of the delegates 
for the state-at-large, and in the convention he fig- 
ured very conspicuously among many of the lead- 
ing men of the south. At this 
time Mr. Jenkins had reached a 
prominence which brought him into consultation 

om all matters of public importance in Georgia. 
While conservative in his politics, he was one of 
the most progressive of men in the advocacy of alf 
that looked to the material prosperity of his state. 

The war was rapidly coming. The legislature of 
1860 found the question of the state’s relation to the 
union in a shape that demanded some action on its 
part. It was determined to submit the question to 


a convention of the people. The legislature 
called the convention to meet on 
the 16th of January, 1861. The act 


pagsed unanimously. The committee on the state 
of the republic addressed a communication to cer- 
tain leading-citizens of both parties, asking them 
to meet tovether and in a conciliatory, practical way 
to try and devise same course for legislative action 
in that time of delicate @anger. The name ofevery 
one of the mea selected der that grand council is 
historic. Here is the Mst: Joseph E. Brown, (the 
then governor), Alexander H. Stephens, Robert 
Toombs, Joseph H. Lumpkia, R. F. Lyon, Charles 
J. Jenkins, W. A. Sanford, Henry L. Benning, Ben- 
uing G. Audrews,Linton Stephens, M. J. Crawford, 
Benjamin H. Bill, Francis 8S. Bartow, James 
Jackson, Thomas R. R. Cobb, Herschel V. Johuson, 
©. H. Baxterand J. H. Howard. These men met 
and suggested the calling of the convention referred 
to, With tue following preamble to the resolutions 
they submitted: ‘Whereas, the present crisis in 
our natioual affairs, in the judgmeut of this general 
assembly, deniands resistance; and whereas, it is 
the privilege and right of the sovercigu people to 
determine upon the mode, measure and time of 
such resistances, etc.’’ The oflice of adjutant-gene- 
ral was orvanized, the governor authorized 
to accept 10,000 volunteer troops, guns were pur- 
chased, and an appropriation of $1,006,00° for muli- 
tary purposes was made. In short, Georgia pre- 
pared for what secmed even then @ very probub.e 
war. 

Before that session of the legislature ended Linton 
Stephens resigned his seaton the supreme bench, 
and though a majority of the legislature had been 
opposed to Mr. Jeukins in polities, he was chosen 
to fill the vacancy—a high tribute to his ability and 
purity of character. Soun after this the system of 
electing the juages by the legisdature was abolishet 
and the power toappoint them was conferred on 
the governor. After Judge Jenkins served gut the 
unexpired term of Linton Stephens, he was ap- 
pointed fora full term by Governor Brown. 

The promotion to the supreme bench lifted Jndge 
Jenkins above the fierce political storm then rag- 
ing. Though hehad declined to support Scott he 
had remiineda union man all the tim:2, and favor- 
ed the election of Douglasin 1860. He was of the 
opinion expressed so powerfully in the secession 
convention by Herschel V. Johnson, that Georgia 
could get her rights if she remained in the urion, 
When the state seceded he heartily joined his fa‘e 
to the confederate cause, striving forit, bopiug for 
it to the end. 

The war was now raging, and Georgia was fore- 
most in pouring out her blood and treasure to sre 
tainit. Thestand taken by Governor Brown on 
the conscription act had aroused a bitter opposition 
tohim and at the election of 1863, au effort was 
made tc bring out Judge Jenkins against him, bunt 
without success. General Gartrell, Judge Caba- 
niss and General Colquitt were also pressed to run, 
but declincd. Finally Joshua Hill made the race 
and was defeated, as was Tim Furlowin the same 
race. 

The judgeship on the supreme bench was the 
only judicial position Mr. Jeukins ever held, but it 
was suflicient to fix high his 
reputation asa jurist. During his terms of service 
some of the greatest trials in the «annals of the 
Georgis judiciary were pleaded by the great legal 
minds of the day. His decisions are modcls of 
clear ex pression, and always bear the evideuce of 
thorough acquaintance with the law and the re- 
cords. On the bench some of the striking traits of 
his merital constitution were displayed. His powers 
of analysis were of a high order. The studjous 
habits which had made him a thorough lawyer 
while yet a young man carried him to the depth of 
every uestion presented for his adjudication. 
The literary style of his decisions has been 
admired by all who have read them—they 
are terse,strong,andclear. The war over, the state 
passed into the hands ofa provisional government 
established by the edict of Andrew Johnson. James 
Johnson was appointed governor. It was a time of 
great tiirmoilin Geoigia and the people turned to 
those men whohad proven themselves worthy of 
leadership, with an almost despairing hope, but 
stillwithhope. Governor Johnson called a conven- 
tion. To itwereelectedable and patriotic men 
many of them famous before and many become 
Herschel ¥V. Johnson was chosen 
president of the body. GovernorJohnson sent a 
message, setting forth, in avery practical way, the 
line of policy he thought best for the convention to 


adopt. In that body Mr. Jenkins was the unques- 
tioned leader. It was there that his capacity as «@ 
parliamentary leader came to be fully recognized. He 
mainased measures with a firm hand and advocated 
them with a fervid power seldom seen, even in 
a°*kuowledzed statesmen. It was then that Herschel 
V. Jounson formed the opinion of Jenkins which 
he afterwards expressed in these words: ‘Ihave 
heard able men and noted speakers 
sometimes make faWNures, but Jenkins never 
made a mean speech in his life. He always com- 
mands the attention and respect of his audience.’’ 
The convention repealed the ordinance of seces- 
sion; repudiated the wardebt, and deciared slavery 
abolished forever in Georgia. An election for state 
oifecers and governor was ordered fer the 15th of 
Noveraber, 1865. Judge Jenkins was petitioned by 
a com mitiee of distinguished citizens to allow the 
use of his name asa candidate for governor. He 
replicdin a characteristic letter—a model of high 
tone und good taste. One sentence of it 1s especial- 
ly worthy of preservation. Said he; ‘An honest 
and intelligent review of aur past half 
ceutury convicts us of two egregrious errors; too 
great prousness ty ugitation, and too much division 
amoug ourselves. If my fellow-citizems Cetect in 
me aught of vindictiveness for past divisions, or of 
proscription for honest opinion’s sake, let them all 
prosc: ibe me.”’ 

There was no opposition, and Charles J. Jenkins 
received the only uvanimous election ever accord 
ed a governor of Georgia, When the time ap- 
proaca<d for his inauguration he received a note 
from Governor Johnson. telling him that the preal- 
dent had ordered the provisional government to

continue until further notice from Wasnington, 

On the lith of December, however, Andrew John- 

son telegraphed that Governor Jenkins might be 

inaugurated, but that he would not interfere with 

James Johnson as provisional governor. He said, 
the provisional governor would be informed in a 
few days what action was expected of him. On 

the 14th of December, 1865, Jenkins was inaugura- 

ted as governor amid very general rejoicing all over 
the state. His inaugural address was one of the 
most remarkable éver heard in this state. It glowed 
with a brave hope all the way through, and Was 
calculated to inspire to new exertions a people 
then in the depthsSof despondency. Among his 
beautiful utterances were the following: ‘Five 
years since reason abandoned and the sword as 

sumed the arbitrament. We open not that re¢ord 
of violence; would that we could stamp it with the 
seal of oblivion. Now the wager of battle is over. 
the award is against us, as parties 
to the issue. Our whole peop le 
have risen up and accepted it as by the will of one 
man. What valor failed to achieve wisdom has 

promptly renounced, and truth herself.has set her 
signet to the attestation of the dee@’ Again, 

‘Peace restored—the machinery of government 
once more put in operation—public and private 
enterprise aroused from their long slumber—edu- 
cational institutions reopened—our sacred temples 
and ouraltars with their holy ministrations. fre 
quented as of yore,and the blessing of Almighty 
God overspreading and vivifying all earnest effort, 
Georgia will illustrate the teachings of advergity 

by speedily achieving an enlarged prosperify.’’ 
Those were sentiments liberal, pure, patriotic—spo- 
ken ata time when the drear desolation of the war 
had just been fully realized. They came froma 
man who was always serene and whose example 
was even more precious than his precepts in that 
time of sore trial. 

We are now approaching what may be considered 
the most important era in a life that covers fifty 
years of public service. Georgia was passing 
through the darkest days she had yet known, but 
there were darker to come. Through a great part 
of that period no man had such opportunities to 
represent and to serve his people as did Governor 
Jenkins. The legislaiure met on the 5th of Janua- 
ry, 1866. Before it were many question, delicatein 
their nature and touching the dearest interests of the 
commonwealth. On the 19th of December, 1865, 
Wm. H. Seward, as secretary of the state, had writ- 
ten to James Johnson, relieving him of the trust 
hitherto reposed in him and had informed Govern- 
or Jenkins that the national administration would 


cheerfully co-operate with the state government of 


which ne was nehead. This seemed to bring ae 
ray of hope that the state would be left to right its 
own effairs. Such hope was doomed to early diszap- 
peintment. The work of reconstruction was soon 
begun and the resistance to its conditions un- 
dertuken by some of the great Georgia leaders. 

“he first message of Governor Jenkins was one of 
the pest of his mavy able state papers. In it he 
call. d attention to a strange inconsistency in the 
reconstruction plan. President Johuson had pro- 
claim éa the thirteenth amendment to the constitu- 
tion, adopted by the vote of Georgia as a state in 
the union, and yet Gecrgia wes denied her rights 
asastate in-the union. After President Johnson 
had preclaimed the war at an end the Thad 


Stevens faction renewed their agitation 
and carried through the fourteenth 
amendment. It came to Georgia for 


ratiticaiion. Governor Jenkins, in his message to 
the legislature, made a masterly argument against 
it. The resolution declining to ratify the amend- 


ment was upanimously passed by the senate, and 


in the house there were only two votesagaiust tt, 
Then the trouble began. Whittle these difficulties 
were coming Governor Jenkins managed the ma- 
terialaffairs of the state with great wisdom and 
humanity. The state road was put into successful 
operation. Mr. T. W. Chichester, a friend of the 
governor, borrowed in New York $400,000 for the use 
of the state. Of this sum about $200,000 was spent 
to buy corn for the destitute who had not yet raised 
a crop from the blasted soil. Such was the confi- 
dence in Governor Jenkins’s administration that 
Georgia securities, despite the general desolation, 
brought 90 cents on the dollar. 

After the fourteenth amendment went back with- 
out Georgia’s approval, congress passed what is 
known as ‘‘the Sherman bill.” It sent the amend- 
ment back to the state for action, with still sterner 


conditions. Negro suffrage was added, 
The state government was abolished and 
a fed>ral rule in the form of 


& military dictation was put in its place. Noman 
was ever placed in a more trying position than the 
governor of Georgia atthattime., Fortunately for 
the state he was as prudent es he was brave 
and as faithful as he was saga- 
(lous. He at once declared that he did not bc- 
lieve the Sherman bill to be constitutional and pro- 
ceeded to Washington to lay his plea before the 
highest judicial tribunal in the land. He employed 
as counsel Jeremiah 8S. Black, Robert J. Brent, Edgar 
Cowan and Charles O’Conor. While in Washington 
using every effort to protect his people from what 
he belieyed to be a flagrant wrong Governor Jenkins 
still kept a steady eye on Georgia. Fearing that 
rash counsels might rule the hour, he issued from 
Washington an adddress to the people of Georgia, 
in which he advised ‘‘a firm but temperate refusal 
of acquiescence in an adoption of the Shezman bill, 
and a patient, manly endurance of military gov- 
ernment, until in the efflux of time, and on the 
subsidence of the passions generated by civil war, 
better counsels shall prevail at the féderal 
capital—we, meantime, strictly observing 
law and order, and vigorously adressing ourselves 
to industrial pursuits,’’ The tupreme court dis- 
missed Governor Jenkins’s bill and the gloomy era 
of reconstruction begah. General Pope, then in 
command of this military division, wrote to Gov- 
ernor Jenkins and asked if he had seen his order 
prohibiting state officials from influencing the 
people on reeonstruction before he had issued the 
address from Washington. Jenkins replied that 
he had not, but added that he should in future 
Ge whatever hws oath as governor required 
of him. General Pope replied that state 
officials would not be allowed to acnounce acta of 
congress uuder which his military supervision was 
constituted. Times grew worse. Pope was succeed- 
ed by Meade, Nobody kmew where the state gov- 
ernment ended, and the bayonet rule began. A 
more perfect chaos in forms of government cannot 
be imagined, and yet the people were peaceful and 
forbearing. What is known.as the reconstruction 
convention met in Atlanta on the 9th of December, 
1867. Thousands of voters had refused 
to 6go—Cl«éto}”~=—siéithhe@’”—COti‘éppolils, «= s and~=—sthe’”~—3s con 
vention was composed mainly of unknown men. 
Just before Pope gave up the command the conven- 
tion demanded $40,000 for its expenses, and failing 


to get it from the state treasurer, usked Pope lO lx 
sue a militery order forit. He complied wiih this 
request, but John Jones, the treasurer of the state, 
refused tocbey Lis mandate. While matters were 
in this condition Meade came into command, He 
promptly tried to enforce the order of his predeces- 
sor.. He wrote to Governor Jenkins requesting that 
he seo io the payment of the money, and refersing 
to the demand of the couvention 
as06s “an appropriation made by law.” 
Governor Jenkin's response to General Meace is a 
model of keen satire in the garb of the gentlest 
courtesy, It wasan argument to show that the 
convention was called undera federal and nota 
state law and that the calling it had provided the 
means of defraying itsexpenses. In the constitu- 
tion of Georgia, which he had sworn to obey and 
wo execute he found no warrant for the concession 
that was asked of him. Concluding his letter he 
wrote these grand words: ‘‘Ihaye @ serene cons 
ciousness that in declining to obey the 
behest af the convention and wt

| comply with your courteous request, i Dut pay a 


dutiful homage to both constitutions." This letter 
was sont to Meade on the 10th of December, 1867. 
Ou the 18th, Meade, in a brief note, informed Gov- 
ernor Jenkins that he considered hés refusal to 
pay the convention's order out of the state treasury 
an obstruction to the policy of reconstruction, aud 
therefore compelled to remove him from office. 
Treasurer John Jones was also removed. Geueral 
Thomas H. Ruger was ‘detailed for duty’’ as gov- 
ernor of Georgia. Captain Cherles F. Rockwell was 
appointed treasurer, and Captain Charles Wheaton 
was ‘detailed for duty’’ as comptreller-general. 
Under Meade’s order the officers named proceeded 
to Milledgeville, and took absolute control of the 
state government. Treasurer Jones was thrown 
into prison for refusing to deliver the state’s treasure 
to the federal officers. ‘This was the hour of most 
awfalgloom. It found Governor Jenkins calm and 
resolute. By an act of quick decision and courage 
he did the state a signal service. He felt that his 
authority bad been overthrown by an unscrupu- 
lous power aud the rights of the people trampled 
unmercifully. He realized, however, that resis 
tanee here was useless. He resolved again to try 
the highest tribunal for justice. He _ se- 
cured $400,000 of the state’s mouey 
from the vaults in Milledgeville, (all that was there) 
and taking the executive seal from the usurping 
power hastened to Washington. It wasa noble ef- 
fort te save what he could of the state’s treasure and 
houor from an almost total wreck and it endeared 
him to the people more than ever. Before the 
supreme courthe filed a bill complaining that

Ruger, and C. F. Rockwell had illegally seized the 
siate’s property and imprisoned her officials. He 
prayed foran injunction to prevent them from furth- 
erspoliation. Theinjunction was of vourse refused. 
Governor Jenkins continued to counsel peaceful 
resistance to reconstruction, and to assure the peo- 
ple that their trials could not last beyond the rush 
of passion then in control of federal legislation. 
The military government remained supreme, until 
in 1868 Rufus B. Bullock’ was elected governor of 
Georgia, 

Leaving the gubernatorial chair, honored and 
loved by the whole state, Governor Jenkins retired 
to private life. His fortune was sufficient to give 
him comfortableease. He continued his practice 


of the law, however, for awhile. In 1870 
the , state was rescued from repub- 
lican misrule and there was offered 


an opportunity to give some general expression of 
the gratitude the people felt toward Governor 
Jenkins. The legislature in August, 1872, passed a 
resolution, offered by Major J. B. Cumming, au- 
thorizing the governor to have made and presented 
to Governor Jenkins a fac simile of the executive 
seal of the state which he had saved when re- 
moved from office, to bear this additional inscrip- 
tlon: “In Arduis Fidelis.’”” The copy of the seal 
was made in gold and transmitted to Governor 
Jenkins. His letter, accepting it, was like all that 
he wrote, full of grace and power. One paragraph 
in itis worthy of perpetual preservation. 

He says: ‘‘My position is that there is now no 
cause for despondency; that the wrongs and op. 
pressions we endured resulted from administratiey 
abuses, not from structnral changes. in the govern- 
ment. This distinction should be kept constantl- 
in view. In a complex government like our own, 
the political powers divided between the general 
and the state governments, let it never be conceded 
that a power once usurped is thenceforth a power 
transferred; nor a right once suppressed is for that 
eause a right extinguished; nor that a constitution 


a thousand times violated becomes a 
constitution . abolished: or, finally, that 
AR government «prostituted by two or 


three consecutive administrations to purposes of 
tyranny and corruption must thereafter be regarded 
as a government revolutionized.’’ Resting in hon- 
ored retirement from the storms he had met so 
bravely, Charles J. Jenkins enjoyed the perfect con- 
fidence and respectof the people. When a new 
constitution was ordered by the popular voice there 
was a general desire that the man who had the chief 
part in forming the constitution of 1865 should help 
in the new work. The convention of 187% 
contained 194 delegates, among whom were 
many of the men who were 
leaders in the old civilization and many who had 
vome to the front under the new. . The presidency 
of the body was by general consent, tendered to 
Governor Jenkins, Though in the chair be was oné 
of the foremost leaders in that historic body. His 
two great speeches were made on the question of 
regulating the railroads and on the question of pay- 
ing the bonds issued by the Bullock administration. 
On both issues he stood directly opposed to General 
Toombs. It was a battle of giants. Toombs had a ma. 
jority of the convention with him and sncceeded in 
fixing in the organic law a deuial of the state’s 
liability on the Bullock bonds, and, also, in giving 
to the legislature the power of regulating the rail- 
roads. Though Goveraor Jenkins was on the 
unpopular sice cf both these issues, not the slight- 
est question. was ever made of the purity of his 
moves. He thought aud spoke from a high sense 
of justice that did him honor. 


After the convention adjourned he retired to 


piivate life again and passed the succeeding years 
at his beautiful home in Summerville, near 
sugus a, 

After the summary termination of his gubernato- 
rial Career, Governor Jenkins spent some time in 
Canada and-in Baltimore, and subsequently re 
paired to Europe, where he resided and traveled for 
ucarly two years. 

Since his return home, he was for some time the 
oresident of the Planters’ Loan and Savings bank, 
‘a the city of Augusta. His last business orgage- 
ment was as president, for a few months, of the 
Augusta factory. 

Until the fatal attack came on, he bad divested 
nimself of all cares, and had been spending the 
evening of his days in calm, dignified repose. 

Governor Jenkins’s Death. 
GOVERNOR M'DANIEL’S ORDER To CLOSE THE EXECU- 
TIVE OFFICES TO-DAY. 

Governor McDaniel returned to the city at9 
o'clock last night from Cedartown, where he had 
been on a visit of inspection to the convict camps 
He heard of Governor Jenkins’s death for the first 
timeafter arriving in the city, and in honor of the 
distinguished Georgian issued the following o1der: 

STATE OF GEORGIA, Executive Department, At- 
lanta, Ga., Juve 15, 1883.—This depar:ment has 
learned of the death of the Hon. Charles J. Jenkins, 
which occurred *on yesterday at ten minutes past 
ten o’clock p. m., at his home in Summerville, 
Richmond county, Georgia. He served the state as 
member of the legislature, in which he was often 
speaker of the house of representatives; as attorney 
general; asjustice of the supreme court; as dele- 
gate to the constitutiona) convention of 1865; as 
governor, and as presideni of the constitutional 
convention of 1877. His long and useful public 
service was without a stain. Faithful to every 
trust, he displayed ability, integrity and 
patriotism rarely equalled and never surpassed. 
In life, the admiration of a grateful people found 
fitexpression in the legend, ‘‘In arduis fideles’’ in- 
scribed upon the fac simile presented to him by the 
general assembly, of the great seal, which he pre- 
served forthe commonwealth. His memory is a 
priceless heritage of the state.

| THE PAPAL SUMMONS. 


APLENARY COUNCIL TO BE HELD 
NEXT YEAR. 


The Archbiehops Summoned to Appear at the Vatican 
for the Purpose of Consaltation—Iaterviews 
With Bishors on the Question—The Papa! 
Officials en the Late Irish Circular. 


CuicaGco, June 15.—The statement is published 
here that Archbishop Feehan, of this Catholic arch- 
diocese, together with all the archbishops in Amer- 
ica, have been calied to Rome by the pope to con- 
sult with reference to the proposed plenary council 
for this country to consider matters of church polity 
and disciplive in America. It is not definitely 
known, butit is supposed that the council will 
consider the relations which the church should as- 
sume towards the members of the Irish national 
league of America, and the dishops are to appear 
in Rome in September. 

Bishop Spalding, of Peoria, this morning corrob- 
orated the statement that the Catholic archbishops 
of the United States have been commanded to as- 
semble at Rome next October toariange a pro- 
gramme fora plenary council to be heid in Amer- 
ica. The business of the council will only pertain 
to ecclesiastical officesin this county, not involving 
Irish affairs. Bishop Spalding left Rome three 
months ago, and the above outlines the pontifical 
intentions at the time of his departure. he plans 
for the establishment of a Catholic university in 
this country are immature. 

New YorK, June I5.—Mr. Hickey, editor of the 
Catholic Review, this afternoon. speaking of the 
published statement that Pope Leo had summoned 
all the archbishops in America to Rome for confer- 
ence in regard to the proposed plenary council for 
this country, to consider matters of church polity, 
said thatit wastrue. He alsostated that the sum- 
mons wasin the form ofan jnvitation, but that it 
would be acted upon asacommand. Oaly those 
archbishops whose health would not permit of the 
journey would be excused. 


THE VATICAN AND IRBLAND. 


A Statement From Cardinal Simeont Coneerning the 
Recent Cireular. 

New YorK, June 15.—A correspondent of the 
New York Herald at Rome had an interview with 
Cardinal Simeoni, vrefect of the Propaganda, in 
which the Irish question was discussed with great 
frankness. The cardinal said: ‘‘To begin with, 
the letter to the Irish bishops had no political aim 
or purpose. Into political questions the holy fath- 
er has himself said,and the Osservatore Romano has 
since repeated, he cannot and does notenter. The 
letter was disciplinary and written in the interest 


of morality and discipline only. It could matter 
nothing or very little tothe holy father whether 
Mr. Parnell received a testimonial of ten thousand 
ora hundred thousand ora million lire. Mr. Par- 
nell was personally not in the mind of the holy 
father or the propaganda when the letier was is- 
sued, but behind Mr. Parnell and sheltered under 
the prestige of his uame ere many agitators, Irish 
and American, whose conduct is immoral and revo- 
lutionary; tending to sow dissension between na- 
tions and to create a breach between priests and 
people. 

‘this very morning,’’continued Cardinal Simeoni, 
“the holy father said to me: ‘The Irish have al- 
ways been led by the priests,and it is to be hoped 
that the priets and the people will always be united 
in Ireland.’ Moreover,’’ continued the cardinal, 
‘*the holy father said to me, and appeared gratified 
by the fact: ‘The agitation in Ireland is surely sub- 
siding. The letter of the propagardais being 1m- 

licith obeyed, both by the bishops and the people. 
bone willingly see a cessation of angry discus- 

sion with al] who suffer as the Irishsuffer.’ The 
holy father warmly expressed his best wishes for 
Irejand and said to me: ‘I feel nowand sha)l ever 
continue to feel the deepest sympathy with the 
Irish people, and especially with the Irish tenants, 
and so long asthe Irish or any nationality, take 
moral means, such as the law permits, of advancing 
their partiotic cause, I should never for a moment 
think it necessary to interfere.’ ’’ 

The cardinal continue@: ‘‘The propaganda’s let- 
ter was not even intended as a rebuke* or reproach 
to the bishops. It was simply issued as a fatherly 
warning, showing them into what pitfalls they 
might be led by some who, under cover of a’ testi- 
monial subseription, seemed to be fostering possi- 
bly murder, but certainly unlawful agitation, and 
interfering withindividual liberty. Yes, interfer- 
ing with liberty, for,as I lately remarked in con- 
versation with Archbisnop Croke—whom we have 
not rebuked in the letter of the propaganda any 
more than the rest of the bishops—‘You said, Mou- 
signore, in a recent address something to this ef- 
feet: ‘‘Give to this fund, and by the measure of 

our liberality shall your patriotismm be judged.’’ 
3y acting in this way undue pressure is brought to 

bear upon individuals. 

“The discussion created by the letter of the 
ropaganda,’’ continued the cardinal, ‘‘did xnot 
orbid agitation at public meetings nor forbid the 

priests from attending and voting so long as they 
made no violént speeches but used their influence 
to calm the angry passions which rage at such 
gatherings. They are not forbidden by the propa- 
ganda, nor does the Holy Father forbid them to at- 
tend meetings. The question is far broader, higher 
and simpler than has been stated. With persons 
and politics the Holy Father has nothing to do. 
But it was his duty to snow the _— of true morali- 
ty to those who were in danger of forsaking it. The 
letter of the propaganda applies to all Catholics, 
irrespective of nationality. It may be studied by 
Americans, Australians afid Irish with equal profit. 

‘“[ may add that the holy fathersaid tome: ‘in 
the matter of the leiter of the ath, 9% acre it would 
be well to makeitclear to all Catholies that the 
holy see neither has aced nor will act under the 
pressure of any foreign government whatever,’ ”’

PARLIAMENTARY SCHOOL. 

The board take pleasure in stating that a larger 
roportion than ever of the students attend the 
ectures of Chancellor Mell on parliamentary law. 

These are open to all the classes of the university, 
and are especially valuable to those who belong to 
the law department. The usual rliamentary 
wrangle gave evidence of careful training and sat- 
isfactory proficiency. The 

LAW SCHOOL, 

Siace the death of the veneravle Dr. Mitchell has 
passed into the hands of the Hon. Pope rrow, 
A. M., and George D. Thomas, B. §., the recently 
elected professors. A close examination of the pa- 
pers of the graduating class revealed the fact that 
the young nen are carefully and systematically in- 
structed, and the school is more than usally pros- 
erous. The mock trial of a bigamy tea off 
éfore the board, and was conducted with every 
technical feature and formality of the courts. In 
all the details, the inchoate barristers aequitted 
themselves handsomely, and showed that they were 
well equipped for the duties of the profession. 

The military organization of the university, 
though still preserved, is lacking efficiency, because 
the commandant, Colonel Charbonnier, cannot 
spare time from his other onerous duties to drill the 
battalion as often as is needful. The board would 
earnestly recommend that the services of a compe- 
tent drill officer be secured, whoshall be specially 
charged with this duty, and made responsible in 
the premises. 

EXPERIMENTAL FARM. 

Accompanied by Chancellor Mell, Professor 
White and several gentlemen, the board visited 
Reck college and the adjacent grounds, so lately 
the scene and labors and last hours of 

GENERAL WILLIAM M. BROWN. 
The imprint of the dead professor was every where 
to be seen. He had pitched most of the crops and 
planned the various experiments to be made the 
present year. Professor White, temporarily his suc- 
cessor, was faithfully carrying them all out, but the 
central figure of the scene was missing. It surely 
cannot be amiss in passing to bear oiticial record 
of the worth, fidelity and eminent ability of the 
deceased. His loss to the university will bg diffi- 
cult to repair. 
The experiments are chiefly intended to test the 
relative eflicieucy and effect of the various sub- 
stances esrential to the growth of the cotton plant. 
These are potash, lime, magnesia, phosphates and 
sulphates,to which may be added athe of ammonia, 
nitrates, animaland vegetable matter. A number 
of large flow:r pots were filled with pure sand as a 
basis, and a single kernel of cotton seed planted in 
each, with proper arrangements for watering. 


In the first row of pots each of the 
above substances was employed in equal quantities 
alone, 


In the seGond row a full supply of all the fertiliz 
ing substances was deposited, save one in each case. 
The object is to determine the exact junction of 
each of the substances uamed in the growth of cot- 
ton. 
Alternate sections of corn were also manured with 
various standard fertilizers and intermediate rows 
of natural soil unassisted left to show the relative 
elfect of each. 
These experiments throw a flood of "light upon 
the whole subject tothe farmer and are of great 
agricultural vaiue. 
The grounds were in the nicest condition and the 
crops flourishing and well worked. 
It would be profitable to enlarge the farm, which 
is self sustaining, and institute a much greater 
rumber and variety of experiments in the interest 
of agriculture and horticulture. 
The chair of the lamented Brown still remains 
Vacant, 

THE STATE CHEMIST’S WOEK. 
Ic is germane to the above subject to Men:ion in 
this connection that Professor H. GC, White, who is 
addition to his other duties, is also state chemist, 
assisted by two young men of his own teaching, has 
analyzed for 1882 3 no less than 448 distinct samples 
of commercial fertilizers which have been thrown 
upon the market, besides twenty-one analyses made 
of mineral, watersand soils. The revenue to the 
state after paying all expenses amounted to the 
handsome sum of $50,000. 
SCHOOL OF TECHNOLOGY. 


The board of visitorsare glad to note that the 
recommendations of their predecessors have taken 
shape in the bill now pending in the house of rep- 
resentatives of the general assembly of Georgia. 
Indeed all able committee from that body are now 
engaged at the north in examining the several me- 
chanical schools in operation there, with the: view 
of obtaining the best information in the premises, 
Should the legislature in its wisdom see fit to vote 
the necessary appropriation to establish this useful 
foundation at Athens as one of the departments of 
the University,it would Jeceive the unqualified en- 
dorsement of the people. Trained artisans and 
mechanical experts are the great wantof the South, 
and Georgia should no longer be driven to the ne- 
cessity of seeking in foreign parts for the skilled la- 
bor, indispensable to the development of her ma- 
terial interests. Much of the apparatus and ap- 
purtenances needed for the enterprise are already 
on hand in the halls of the University, and the 
students in the school of technology could also en- 
joy the superior advantages afforded by the parent 
foundatioa. 
THE GREAT IMPORTANCE OF A®TATE NORMAL SCHOOL. 
The board of visitors two years ago took stron 
ground for the establishment of a normal schoo 
for the proper education and training of the multi- 
tude of teachers required to make effective the pres- 
ent system of public schoois, which is not only 
) sanctioned but made absolutely imperative by the 
organic law of the commonwealth. Since then the 
matter has been freely and favorably discussed, 


bill drawn up by State School Commissioner G. J. 
Orr, and now pending before the present legislature. 
This bill proposes the establishment of a state 
normal schoolin Milledgeville, and provides for 
the connection therewith of a public grammar 
school and public high school for both sexes ef the 
white population. The whole to be under the su- 
pervision and control of a 


BOARD OF TRUSTEES, 


composed of oue from each congrers- 
ional district, - which shall be Ap- 
pointed by the governor, to hold office 


for six years. Three of the first appointers shall 
serve for two years, three for four years, and four 
for six years, their relative terms being decided by 
lot. 

In no case shall any congressional district be en- 
titled to more than one trnstee. 

The bill also repeals the act to establish the pres- 
ent ‘Middle Georgia, Military and Agricultura] 
college,’’ and loans ‘‘the state house and square, 
the executive mansion and premises, and the peni- 
tentiary square and appurtenances to the trustees 
to be used for the said normal school. It is asked 
that $6,000 the public school fund be allotted an- 
nually for the support of this new foundation. No 
demand is made upon the treasury of the state. It 
is difficult to conceive of any project which would 
exeria more salutary influence upon the entire 
educational! interests of Georgia. The publicschool 
system has virtually superseded a large number of 
the private institutions of learning in the country, 
which were once the prolific feeders of the colleges. 
The university with superb appointments provided 
for a thousand students, numbers less than two 
hundred upon its catalogue. The common schools 
with 500,000 pa pils languish for want of competent 
teachers. There is a fearful void between the two. 
Lately the university essayea to span this chasm. 
But the branch college experiment has fallen far 
short of what was expected of it. With a pitiful 
revenue of sixty cents per scholar, and for the most 
part incompetent teachers, the common schools 
can never rise up toajunction with the superior 
system, Patronage of the “higher system’’ must 
come through the thorough equipment of the 
“‘lower.”’ To perpetuate the adult, we must breed 
and fosterthe infant. itis the aim and purpose of 
the norma] school to do this, by making the educa- 
tion and training of intelligent teachers a specialty. 
Then indeed it may reasonably be hoped t, fur- 
nished with competent instructors, our public 
schools will in time become the affiment nurseries 
of the state university. 

We commend these views to the wisdom and 
patriotism of the people’s representatives in the 
~<a assembly, soon w be convened at the capi- 
tél. 

CONCLUDIYG REMARKS, 


The various suggestions contained in the forego- 
ing report areoffered in no spirit of dictation, but 
are purely ofan advisory character, and designed 
to open the way and emperenens the work of the 
legitimate authorities who are charged with the 
conduct and management of the University. 
The result of careful research and investigation, 
as hitherto, they will doubtless be received for what 
they are worth;and the board will only be too 
happy ifit shal) contribute aught that will conduce 
to the glory and prosperity of the noble institution, 
which for nearly a century through her sons 
proudly illustrated Georgia on the battlefield, in 
the pe ou the judicial bench, in the halis of 
legislation, and in every other arena of life.

ATLANTA, Juné 15.—To the Board of Visitors,

The corps of teachers in the several departments 
feem to be thoroughly competent and efficient, and 
their methods of instruction systematic, accurate 
and thorough. Mr. Ware, the aflabie and courteous 
gentleman at the h of the institution, seems 
every way qualified forthe high and responsible 
position which he holds, a tion of great delica- 
vy, requiring tact, addressand common sense for 
the some ve discharge of lis duties. 

The discipline appears kind but firin, and we feel 
that we cannot too highly commend the perfect 
order, peatness and system which pervade the en- 
tire insti(ution. 

We coufess to some degree of surprise and gratifi- 
cation at the proficiency exhibited by many of the 
pupils in every department of study in which 


they were examined before us. This 
was particularly true in relation to those studies 
which pertain to the higher culture. The readiness, 


ease and accuracy with which they read the most(dif- 
ficult Latin aud Greek authors, and solved abstruse 
problems in the higher mathematics, sliould re- 
move, perhaps, tue skepticism of those who doubt 
their ability,to receive a high degree of intellectual 
culture. lt wascilear to us that the pupils beiore us 
had acquired avery accurate knowledge of the 
various branches of learning which they had pur- 
sued, The original speechesand essays of the grad- 
uating class exhibited a maturity of thought, and 
an elegance and ease of expression which would 
have been creditable in any institution. 

A very interesting feature of the institution is the 
department of domestic instruction, in which the 
females are taught to cook and trained in the vari- 
ous arts of domestic economy. 

There is also an industrial department, in which 
the males are Instructed in the arts of agriculture 
a\d horticulture, and stimulated to effort by the 
Offer of premiums to the most successful. 

It isalso contemplated by the instructors to estab- 
lish and to put into practical operation, at an 
early day, a  depar.mert in which 
shall be taught the mechanic 
arts to such aS may desire it. Many of the tools tu 
be used in this department have already been con- 
tributed. It seems to be the policy of the institu- 
tion, to encourage the pupils to seek instruction in 
these various industrial departments, and to im- 
press upon them the idea that honest toil is highly 
commendable, and that manual labor is not derog- 


men, 
There is also a department of normal instruction, 
in which those desiring to become teachers, are 
trained in the best and most approved methods of 
teaching. A majority of the females, and quite a 
number of the males of the present senior class have 
received instruction in this school. Most’of them 
will, perhaps, engage in teaching bublic schools of 
the colored people, and will greatly improve the 
character of the instruction now given in those 
schools, 

A course of scientific instruciion seems not yet to 
have been embraced in their curriculym of study, 
as they have no chemical or philosophical appar- 


atus. Their library, though not large, 
is well selecte and app2ars to 
be sufilcient for their present wants. 


The buildings are ample and well adapted to the 
purposes for which they were designed. The main 
building isa model of architecture in its various 
and well ordered arrangements, in its thorough 
adaptation 'oall the wants of the institution, and, 
what specially recommends it, in the economy of 
its construction. 

The committee indulge the hope that the institu- 
tion is accomplishing good, and commend it to fa- 
vorable regard. We think the usual appropriation 
by the state should be made.

“The governor shall annually appoint ten citizens 
of this state as a special board of visitors to attend 
the university examinations preceding the ennua 
commencements, and said Gommities by three of 
their number chosen by them, shall report to the 
governor, with the least possible delay, the charac- 
ter of said examination. Such visitorsshall receive 
for their services five dollars per diem, estimating 
from the date of leaving their respective homes.’’

1. That the board met and organized in the 
library room, at Athens,on Friday, June the first, 
and adjourned at Atlanta June the sixteenth. The 
members were all present during the session except

WHY WAGES ARE LOW AND TRADE DULL. 


There is dullness in the markets; and 

yet our trade affairs are in a ‘healthy 

* condition. The curse of speculation is 
not upon us to any great extent, nor is 
the evil of extended credit and _ its 
concomitant, vertrading, There are no 

Signs of a panic, and the crops promise well. 
_ And yet prices are low and buyersshy. The 

New York Herald, in a recent number 

very clearly explains this prevailing depres- 

sion in business, ‘We are suffering,” it says, 
“from overabundance. What does that mean? 
There is not too much bread and meat cer- 
tainly. But of iron and steel and the various 
articles into which iron and steel are made, 
6i woolen and cotton goods, of the great 
bulk of the products of our manu- 
factures, there seems to be an over supply. 
Partly this isdue to the great ingenuity in 
the contrivance of labor-saving machinery, 
in which Americans excel, Is inventive 
skill, therefore, a curse? By no means, but 
it undoubtedly complicates the industrial 
problem; it undoubtedly makes more difh- 
cult and far more dangerous all interference 
with the free industry and com- 
merce. A nation which makes little use of 
machinery will suffer much jess from the re- 
strictions of a protective tariff than one in 
which, when such a tariff has deranged in- 
dustry by tempting labor and capital into 
unnatural channels, machinery comes in to 
greatly facilitate productioy, while the tariff 
ai the same time, by raising the cost of raw 
material and by preventing the exchange of 
our own for the products of other nations, 
giuts the home market. 

Our shoe manufacturers can make in six 
months all the shoesthat this country re- 
quires in a year, butas Mr. David A. Wells 
showed the other day at Detroit on the au- 
thority of a shoe manufacturer, the tariff pre- 
vents them from selling their surplus to for- 
eigners and thus robs both capital and labor. 
The same is true of many important indus- 
tries. Hence giutted markets, factories car- 
ried out on a loss, ruinous competition to se- 
cure trade, and finally cutting down of wages. 
Because as manufactured products are made 
up of raw material and labor,and as the tariff 
makes it impossible to get cheaper raw mate- 
rial, cutting down wages isthe only way by 
which the manufacturer can cheapen produc- 
tion. 

Thus itis seen how and why a high tariff 
makes low wages. Every working man ought 
to be able to understand that if his employer 
is allowed under a ‘‘tar.ff for a revenue only”’ 
to buy his raw miteria) cheaper,and enabled to 
sell his surplus products abroad, he can then, 
but them only, afford to pay living wages to 
his peopie. ’ 
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MR. HENDRICKS AND THE PARTY. 

The statement is made that although Mr. 
Hendricks and Mr. McDonald were seated 
gide by side at a recent banquet, they did not 
recognize each other.

Mr. Hendricks. At the Cincinnati conven~ 
tion. when there was an opportunity to nom- 
inate Mr. McDonald, Mr. Hendricks refused 
to give way, and so no doubt turned the scale 
of victory in favor of the republican ticket. 

It is needless to inquire into the cause of 
the spite which Mr. Hendricks displays to- 
ward Mr. McDonald; but a public exbibi- 
tion of it is in decidedly bad taste. It is 
strictly in keeping, too, with the cold, calcu- 
Jating selfishness which Mr. Hendricks loses 
no opportunity to manifest. He seems to 
labor under the delusion that he honors the 
democratic party by condescending to be a 
democrat, and hisattitude since 1876 has been 
anything but patriotic. 

It is true that an unfortunate train of cir- 
cumstances gave Mr. Hendricks considerable 
power and influence shortly after the electo- 
ral commission had performed its dirty 
work; but it is equally true 
that he employed his power 
and influence selfishly. Not only this, he 
gave the republican party an opportunity to 
gain a victory at the pollsin the face of ths 
fact that it had consummated the outrageoue 
fraud of giving the presidency to Mrs. Hayes’s 
husband, a man who was not elected. Mr. 
Hendricks had it in his power to a peo- 
ple an opportunity to condemn tis fraud, 
but his selfishness stood in the way. 

He demonstrated his utter lack of patriot- 
ism by refusing to serve on the old ticket with 
Mr. Tilden, and this one act of selfishness 
and folly destroyed the chances of the demo- 
cratte party. But it demonstrated the true 
character of Mr. Hendricks. All politicians 


are selfish, but they cease to 
be politicians when they adver- 
tise that fact. Mr. Hendricks is barred. His 
selfishness has destroyed his usefulness. It 


is not likely that he willever be the demo- 
cratic candidate for president; but even if he 
should chance to receive the nomination 
(and democratic folly is equal to such a 
blunder) he would be overwhelmingly de 
feated. Selfishness is its own best cure. 


THE SIXTEENTH YEAR. 

To-day THe ConstituTIon enters upon its 
sixteenth year. The first number was issued 
on a»June day in 1868 when the political 
aftairs of the state were not as serene as they 
are at present. The first years of the paper 
were necessarily devoted to a reformation of 
the crooked politics instituted by the recon- 
struction measures; but ever since the gov- 
ernment of Georgia was restored to our own 
people THe ConstiTuTION has given the mate- 
rial interests of the state first place. We 
have this morning no new promises to make, 
We hope to continue the good work. We 
hope to hold all the good will we have won, 
and to add to it by doing all we can to make 
the gtate richer and happier. The agricul- 
ture of the state is too diversified and inten- 
sified; new branches of manufactures are to 
be started, and old branches enlarged; lines of 
transportation are to be built; the children of 
the state are to be taught: reading, writing 
and arithmetic; the dirt roads are to be ren- 
dered solid in all weathers, and a 
spirit of progress and enterprise is to be 
implanted in the breast of every man, woman 
and child capable of receiving it. Here is 
work enough forall the newspapers in the 
state without wasting any™~ time or energy 
over purely partisan questions; and we beg 
permission vo state that in this industrial pe- 
riod of the state Tae Constitution will be 
found as true and tireless as it was in the po- 
litical struggles of its early years. 


JAY GOULD’S PURCHASE. 

The Cincinnati Comwercial-Gazette doesn’t 
hesitate to double lead one of its able 
five line paragraphs. Nor does it hesitate to 
tackle the charge that Jay Gould bribed Gar- 
field to appoint Stanley Matthews as a su- 
preme court judge. This particular form of 
the charge is not true. The Washington Re- 
publican, an organ of the administration, 
charges that Jay Gould made it a condition of 
contributing $100,000 to the republican cam- 
paign fund that Stanley Matthews should 
haye a place on the supreme bench; and the 
same organ charges that the  negotia- 
tions were carried on by the editor of the 
New York Tribune, There is no charge of 
bribery, and no charge that Garfield was 
bribed. Mr. Jay Gould, according to the 
Washington Republican—which is better au- 
thority on party matters than the Commer- 
cial-Gazette, simply bought a place on the 
supreme bench for $100,000. 

If the charge is not true, it is a very mean 
lie, as Deacon Smith says; but how does 
Deacon Smith know it is not true? For our 
part we are persuaded that Editor Gorham, of 
the Washington Republican, is in a position 
to establish the truth of what he says. He 
is a friend and intimate of Dorsey, the repub- 
lican campaign leader, and no part of the 
campaign was undertaken without his knowl- 
edge. Moreover, he would not dare to make 
the charge if it were not true, and he has 
been making it and reiterating it for a year 
past. Six months ago Tae ConsTITUTION 
called attention to it, and it is very late in 
the day for the Commercial Gazette to twist 
the charge out of all shape and allude to it as. 
a mean lie. 

Let Deacon Smith prove himself equal to 
the emergency and investigate the matter 
carefully and thoroughly. He will discover 
that if Editor Gorham’s charge was untrue, 
the organs would have fallen upon him with- 
oug@plelay. The New York Tribune would 
bave torn him limb from limb, so to speak, 
and scattered his remains to the four ‘winds. 
But the Tribune and the other organs have 
been discreetly silent on the subject, and no 
republican except l/eacon Smith, who is too 
beautifally and truly good to be taken into 
the confidence of the campaigners, has had 
the temerity to deny Editor Gorham’s chacge.

The charge 
of Editor Gorham amounts to this, that at a 
critical period in the campaign the republi- 
can leaders found themselves desperately | 
short of funds.

: him; whereupon he proceeded to negotiate.

—the paymentin requital of outrages on person 
and property—the cost of special resident magis- 
trates—extra police and military occupation make 
up a fabulous sum total. There was the cost of 
life and liberty to many, and the terrible result of 
injury to the prospects and character of the coun- 
try. But now we have new items. The costs of 
court and counsel fees are in excess of all prece- 
dent. The attorney-general for Ireland received a 
retaining fee of £1,200 for the Phcenix park trials 
and a refresher of £150aday. The other counsel 
fared proportionally well. Inthe house of com- 
mons, May 28th, in reply to Mr. O’Brien, member 
for Mallow refused to inform the house on the 
subject; but the matter is of publie notoriety. 

Tue efforts of the Brazilian government to 
attract immigrants to Brazil have not been well re- 
warded. It spends upward of $200,000 a year in this 
way, but, while 1,100,000 people came to the United 
States in 1880-81, only 40,783 entered the empire of 
Dom Pedro, and the most of these came from Italy 
and Portugal. Two reasons are given for this re- 
sult. One isthe fact that a large proportion of 
Brazil’s vast territory is practically inaccessible, and 
the other that while the immigrant is fed and 
lodged at the government boarding house at Rio 
Janeiro after he lands, while he is given free trans- 
portation to the government lands and a few seeds 
and tools, and is for six months aliowed 20 cents a 
day for each adult in his family and 10 cents for 
each child, he nevertheless gets very littte land, 
and, besides being remote and very often impracti- 
cable to develop, the land is high priced; for he is 
allowed only eight acres, for which he must either 
pay down $16 an acre or else $16.20 an acre in in- 
stallments, covering six years.

‘‘Gath,’’ in a letter to the Chicago Tribune, gives 
the following brief history of General Crook, the 
Indian fighter,whose incursion into Mexico in pur- 
suit of the Apaches has been sosuccessful: *‘George 
Crook entered West Point in 1848, se that he is, I 
judge, about 51 years old.

up the guerillas, went on several raids, served un- 
der Sheridan, and was taken prisoner by his snb- 
sequent brother-in-law most inhospitably at Cum- 
berland, but very soon released. He was in all 
Sheridan’s great battles, commanded all the cavalry 
of thearmy of the Potomac for awhile, and was in 
the big pursuit to Appomattox. At the close of the 
warhe was a lieutenant-colonel, and from that 
time to this has been the eagle of Indian fighters, 
When Isaw him last he wasa long, lean man, 
loosely put together, with a rather shy, strange face 
as if he had partly turned into an Indian.

It will be re- 
inembered that this expedition went from New 
York to Lima, Peru, and thenee for a voyage of 
some weeks in the United States sloop Hartturd, to 
Caroline Island, to observe the eclipse of May 6, 
15383, having a totality of six minutes. 


The French tn Madagascar.

The Railway Exposition. 
From the Chicago Journal, . 

The National railway exposition at Chicago is now 
fairly open, and in all departments there is perfect 
orderand everything moving smoothly. Every rail- 
road man and person of a mechanical turn of mind 
should visit this exposition, and he will be fully 
repaid forall the trouble and expense. It would 
occupy more space than can well be given in this 
paper to go into details as regards what is to be seen 
or toeveu give the principal and most attractive 
displays. One of the leading features isa train 
hauled by an electric engine, the first ever moved 
whoily by electric power The engine is about 
the size of the smallest switching ponies, and 
is handled just as easily. It starts quick 
and stops promptly. The most striking thing about 
the evgive is that there is no blowing off of steam? 
no unpleasant smoke, no cinders, no fire nor sparks 
thrown from the stack to set fire to property along 
its track. The parties in charge say that the speed 
which could beobtained when required is almost 
unlimited. The engine isas odd in appearance as 
the firststeam engi:e built, which is on exhibition 
slso: butin looking at it one is impressed with the 
idea that in less time than the steam locomotive 
has been brought to its present perfectness, the 
electric engine will become one of the great motive 
powers of the world. 

Another attraction is four of the first locomotives 
builtin this country and in England. Visitors to 
the ex position crowd around these relics. In close 
proximity to these ancient fellows stands twenty or 
more standard.and narrow gauge engines of the 
most perfect build, produced by the leading loco- 
motive maiutactories of this country. The passen- 
gerand freight engines are nearly ail of the largest 
and heaviest pattern. The Cooke Mastodon lovo- 
motive is a monster. This engine and tener, 
empty. weighs rinety-three tous, and recently 
hauled a train of twenty loaded cars, total weight 
422 tons, up a grade 105 feet tothe mile on a curve 
of ten degrees. ‘Ihe Kogers, Baldwin, Brooks and 
Pittsburg locomotive works each have fine pro- 
ducis of their manufactories on exhibition. 

The Pullman Carcompany makea fine display. 
A reclining chairand alsoa diniog car belonging 
to the Chicago, Burlington and Quincy road are 
elegant affairs, and are looked through by thous- 
ands of sightseers. The twelve representative car 
com panies have full-sized cars on exhibition. The 
Chicago and Atlantic and the New York, West 
Shore and Buffalo have several fine coaches on ex- 
hibition. Then there are snow plows, construction 
plows and freight curs of the leading car manufac- 
turers in large numbers, car springs, steel rails, 
machinery of all kinds used in building locomo- 
tives and cars. 

An extensive collection of the fish to be fouud in 
the northern lakes on the various railways is 
another very attractive feature. These fish are 
supplied with fresh water from an immense foun- 
tain throwing several streams high up into the uir, 
the water then falling into tie reservoirs. 

Apparatus for lightivg aud heating carsis display- 
ed iu large variety. ‘There are 126 car-couplers on 
exhibition, and ene rather enjoys hearing the rep- 
resentative explain the special features of his 
coupler. Those whoare disappointed with the 
manner railroadmen speak of their couplers can 
readily be known from the tenor of their conversa- 
tion, they persisting that they have a good coupler, 
but never expectto getit introduced, they say, 
while our railroads are controlled by monopolies 
which think a human lifeisofno value. On Sat- 
urday last the railroad reporter of the Journal was 
present when a great commotion was noticeable 
among the car coupler men, and on inquiry it was 
learned that a coupler inventor of New Jersey, 
had sold his patent out to a syndicate of railroad 
men for $30,0 Ocash in hand. Thecomments there- 
afteramong the jealous coupler-men were very 
amusing, each claiming that his coupler was better 
than the one sold, and ali joined in the chorus that 
the one sold was the poorest coupler of the 126 on 
exhibitior. 

An air signal deserves special notice, and drew 
crowds of railroad men. The inventor claims that 
when the device is placed at railroad crossings, 
curves or any danger point on the road, the possi- 
bility of collision, telescoping or accidents of this 
character is reduced toa minimum, The signal is 
in operation, and certainly seems to accomplish all 
thatis claimed for it. Railroad officials, master 
mechanics and traiu men from all parts of the 
union are to be found examining the hundreds of 
devices on exhibitiou, and certainly no one has rea- 
son to regret the trouble and expense he goes to.

The Luscious Fruit of the Southern Field Now

EXPRESS ROBBERS. 


An Arriat That Throws Light on Recent Rebberiecs 
Between Atlanta and New @rleans. 

A sharp case of detective work has just been 
done in New Orleans which throws some light 
on numerous irregularities recently noticed 
in the express service between Atlanta and 
that city. Mr. John Lovett of the Atlanta 
southern express office, who has just return- 
ed, givesan interesting account of how he 
and Detective J. F. Hildebrand worked up 
the small clue they had on the guilty parties. 

Several articles have recently been missed, 
but on the 3lst of May a gold watch, valued 
at $125, expressed from New York to W. F. 
Williams, of Pensacola, was lost. This set 
Superintendent Clayton to work to ferret out 
the cause of the leakage. The package was 
found to have passed Atlanta. An accurate 
description of the watch was obtained, and 
Mr. Lovett, with Detective Hildebrand, were 
put to work to see what they could make out 
of the case. They went to Montgomery 
but after two days investigation found that 
the fault could not lie with any of the em- 
ployes of the company between Atlanta and 
Montgomery. Their suspicions fell on ex- 
press messenger A. Adams and baggage mas- 
ter E. J. Goodwin, who go together from 
Montgomery to New Orleans. Mr. Lovett 
sent detective Hildebrand on to New Orleans 
while he remained in Montgomery to’ work 
up developments at that end of the line. 
Arv.ving in New Orleaus Hilaebrand assum- 
ei the name of John Walker. He began a 
thorough search of the pawn shops or the 
city and was at last rewarded by finding the 
wacch in a shop owned by aman named 
Hart. He was refused a close inspection of 
the watch by the pawn broker who seemed to 


suspect something. Hildebrand found 
detective Pecora of New Orleans 
and preserving his incognito 
told him the object of his visit. Pecora re- 


ported the conversation at the express office. 
He was told that the authorities were on 
trace of the stolen watch, but they knew no 
man named Walker who was authorized to do 
anything in the matter. Suspicion fell on 
the alleged’ John Walker as an accomplice. 
Last Monday Pecora arrested E. J. Goodwin as 
he entered Hart's pawn shop. Hilde- 
brand or Walker heard of the arrest 
of Goodwin and went to the stationhouse to 
see him. Here he was recognized by Pecora 
as the suspicious individual and was at once 
arrested. He produced his proper credentials 
and was at once released. Kildebrand then 
interviewed Goodwin, whosaid Adams had 
stolen the watch and,had gotten him to pawn 
it on condition that they should divide the 
rofits. Adams was arrested next day 
ut- was ‘eleased on his.own recognizance. - 
Goodwin was taken to Montgomery by Hil- 
debrand where he and Adams were to have a 
preliminary hearing yesterday. It is hoped 
that the examination of these men may throw 
some light on the fate of several money pack- 
ages and other articles of value recently mis- 
sed by the express company.
